Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicants argue that the combination of prior 
arts US'358, US'105, and US'688 remains inapplicable because the applicants have demonstrated unexpected results, for example the 
prior austenite grain size of 12 urn or less. In response, the Examiner disagrees with the Applicants' argument because US'358 clearly 
teaches the former austenite grain size of not less than 8 in terms of the grain size number specified in JIS (Japanese Industrial Standards), 
which overlaps the size of austenite grain (prior) as recited in Fig. 2 as recited in the instant specification. US'358 further teaches the finer 
the grains, the better the torsisional strength (Col. 8, lines 26-34 of US'358). As pointed out in the previous office action marked 4/21/2009 
and 8/12/2008, US'358 in view of US'105 and US'688 teaches the similar induction hardened member with overlapped alloy composition 
ranges under the similar hot working and cooling conditions as recited in the instant invention, therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to choose proper heating and cooling conditions to obtain desired fine grain 
size in the process of US'358 in view of US'1 05 and US'688.
